Provincial and Municipal bor- 
rowers have often made use of the 
New York market, but in view of 
the extent to which Corporations 
are selling bonds and debentures 
in the United States, there must 
be an obvious attractiveness to 
doing so.

The Canadian Chambers of Commerce announced 
recently that it has launched a national, non-partisur 
“Get-Out-The-Vote’ Campaign. To make the program 
fully effective right arcoss the country, Canadi's 
national business organization is sulisting the aid of its 
some 760 members Boards of Trade and Chambers of 
Commerce and some 2300 member companies. 

These groups, representing a cross-section of the 
country’s business and community life, are asked to
